New York, May 1.—Daplight sav- 
ing will begin at midnight tomorrow 
in more than 500 of the nation's larg 
#st cities, in about 200 smaller cities 
or rural’ communities, “and in every 
nook or cornet of several states, not- 
nbly on the Atlantic seaboasd. 

Railroads, will operate on standard 
time, unless’ a bill now before Corigress 
which would give them permission to 
use daylight saving timetables is pass- 
ed.

York and the four of five great cities

The Isle aux Noix is replete with 
Wistoric associations. Lying in the 
Richelieu. river (which was known 
successively in pastyeara as the Iro- 
auoia river, the St. Louis, and the 
Sorell), ten miles from the line be- 
tween Canada and the United States. 
containing about 85 acres of sur- 
face and quite commanding the 
river; this island has much to in- 
terest the student and thrill the 
patriot. Champlain, in 1609, was 
probably the ‘first white man to set 
| foot ‘upon it. It was impossible to 
miss its strategic value.

The plant needs a balanced ration | 
just the samévas an animal. But, like 
animals, what may be the best of 
food for one plant may be little bet- 
ter than poison to another. To apply 
commercial fertilizer intelligently 
and profitably, the fermer must study 
the requirements of the crop on 
which the fertilizer is to be applied. 
Nitrogen is thé plant food which 
causes the plant stalk and leaf to 
grow. Hence if the crop is to be 
grown for bulk and top, nitrogen is 
the plant food to emphasize in the 
fertilizer used 

Phosphoric acid is what causes 
the ripening of the seed and the 
plumping of the kernels of grain, 
and which stimulates the growth of 
the roots of plants. In growing 
grain, however, it pays to use a 
limited amount of nitrogen until the 
plant gets a.start. as that assists | -

The prevailing weather 
will likely have a tendency to check 
the Hessian fly, and Yrom present in 
dications early sown whicat should be 
the better crop this Year.”

Ottawa, May 6.—Liberal forces held 
caucus yesterday meytaing—the 
econd in one weck. Two subjects 
were under, discussion—the civil ser- 
vice bonus and the navy. At the 
caucus tfnecidentally emphasis was 
taid upon the peed of secrecy regard- 
ing the deliberations of such gather- 
ings, and members were enjoined to 
maintain silence In respect thereto. 

It is, however, stated that the de- 
tails of the bonus question will be 
worked out immediately, and that an 
announcement will be made - early 
next week. It is understood that the 
bonus will be continued in the lower 
grades of the service. Probably of 
greater national importance Is the 
naval question. 

There ate well defined rumors that 
Hon. George P. Graham minister of 
defense, proposed some very radical 
cuts in the estimates as brought 
down. It is even hinted that the Can- 
adian navy may be practically dis- 
banded, that the cruisers and des- 
troyera given to Canada by the im- 
perial authorities may “be tied to the 
docks and cemse the journcyings, 
and that the naval colleges at Esqui- 
malt and Halifax may be at least 
temporarily closed down, The total 
militia estimates are $2,701,000. But 
this amount was decided upon with- 
cut conaideration for the amalgama- 
tlon of the defense departments, and 
whether or not the rumors above. 
mentioned are true, the amount will 
be consilerably cut 1 

It ig-further stated that the vote on 
militia for annual drill. will be de- 
creased from $1,440,000 to $1,000,000. 
The consensus of opinion among Lib- 
eral members is In favor of disarm- 
ament.

Stockholm, May 10.—Sweden's 


complete future recovery from a ser-| 


ies of painful operations for post-war 
ills is forecast in the official ceonomic 
report of the Swedish Foreign Of- 
fice Commerce Department just made 
public. Its principal note of optim- 
ism is the Swedish exchange. After 
a year and a half of deflation and in- 
ternational liquidation still under 
way, the Swedish krona is virtually 
at par. 

The government experts find that 
the greatest obstacles to economic re- 
covery lie in the competition of coun-| 
tries with depreciated currency and) 
in the fact that wages have not yet | 
been sufficiently reduced. Countries 
with low exchange can dump goods 
in Sweden at prices against which 
Swedish manufacturers cannot com- 
pete. Likewise, in the foreign mar- 
kets, Sweden is severely handicapped | 
because of her high exchange rate. 

The report states that there is o 
strong tendency toward revival in 
many lines of industry but that the 
natural process of building up is de- 
layed by unsettled conditions in Cen- 
tral and eastern Europe, the mone-| 
tary troubles and the uncompleted 
process of wage adjustment. 

The Foreign Office finds that dur- 
ing the second half of 1921 and the 
first quarter of this year there was 
observed a slight increase in the ac- 
tivities of Sweden's basic industries | 
accompanied by expansion in foreign 
trade, especially in timber, pulp and 
paper. 

Although great interest has been! 
shown in an early return to the gold 
standard, the Foretign Office reports} 
that doubts have been expressed of 
the wisdom of adopting the American 
dollar as basis of parity, as suggest- 
ed by some financial experts. 

Bank savings and deposits show a 
marked drop during the first quar- 
ter of the year. This Ys attributed 
to consumption of capital during the 
period of depression. 

Never has the Stock Exchange wit-| 
nessed such drop in values, of stocks, | 
the market having been affected, says} 
the report, by the heavy losses suffer- 
ed by industrial corporations and} 
the non-activity of others. 

Sweden is still suffering from 
buyers’ strike, which accompanied 
the sinking price level and most in- 
dustries are working on a scale of 
one-third to two-thirds capacity. 

The signs of improvement in un- 
employment are weak. However the 
number of. unemployed is going 
down, There were 158,700 jobless

One of the proposed new rules prc 
vides for “markings” up to 3.30 p.m 
on ordinary days and up to 1lo'cloch 
on Saturdays, which would indicate 
that the House will close at 3.30 in 
stead of 3 o'clock and that the pres 
ent Saturday holiday will be abvlish. 
ed. 

Forward bargains for settlement 
on fortnightly account days ate pro 
hibited-in all British funds and col 
qrial and provincial government re 
curities, which means that dealing: 
for these will continue to be only for 
cash, 

In other stocks and shares ther: 
are to be fortnightly sct-lements 
‘Dealings for foreign clients resident 
abroad are only to be allowed for 
cash “in view of the state of the for 
cign exchanges.” Options will not 
be allowed for longer “than three 
months,

course. It is certain that no legisla- 
tion along this line can be passed at 
the present session of Congress nor is 
there any indication that it can be put 
through at the short session next 
winter, In other words, it will go over 
to the new Congress which will come 
into power next spring and by that time 
the conditions in the country, it is hoped 
‘at least, will have mended sufficiently 20 
that the effort to get goverament 
guarantee of prices for farmers will 
have compar&tively little backing. 
The House and Senate committees 
on agriculture bave not dropped the 
subject of government 4uarantce of 
agricultural prices, or stabilization of 
prices as it is called, but they are not 
pressing it with such vigor as to war- 
rant the belicf the agricultural leaders 
really expect to get anywhere with it. 
The fact is that most of the members 
of the agricultural bloc realize that 
sentiment in Congress is hostile to such 
legislation. With some tendancy for 
argricujural prices to go up, with wages 
for labor going down, with a reign of 
high tariffs fgcing the country, with 
indications that high tariffs will in- 
crease the cost of living, the republican 
political leaders naturally are not anxi- 
] ows to take the burden of government 
guarantecs of agricultural prices which 
would, of courte, mean increased cx- 
‘ponditures from the Treasury. 
Cotditions in agricultural states are 
far from -being satisfactory. They are, 
however, slowly improving. Credit 
conditions are les stringent than they 
wore three months ago. What tepubli- 
can Icaders in both houses hope ‘s that 
the xradual return of prosperity will 
dispose of the issuc of government 
guaragtee of prices and that they will 
not have tu meet it openly on the Boor.

300,900 Children will Die of Starvation unless we 
Continue to Supply Food up to the End of August. 


HAT are YOU to believe about the famine situation in Russia — the idle, 
unsupported statements of prejudiced papers, or the firsthand knowledge 

of such men as Lord Emmott, Lord Weardale and Sir Benjamin Robertson, who 
are devoting their time and energy to saving millions of children from starving.

Against O'Connor, Ryan, Marsh and 
others of the last generation we have 
to-day, or yesterday, Scholes, Dibble, 
Butler and Belyea, of St. John, the pre- 
sent champion, and a lot of good mater- 
ial in the making. Lu Scholes was the 
only Canadian to win the Diamond 
Sculls at the English Henley and he had 
to establish a record for the course in 
order to do so. Seboles was also suc- 
cessful in winning the Cahadian and 
United States championships, as were 
also Dibble and Butler. Belyca, the 
winner of the Canadian championship 
at St. Catharines last year, completely 
upset the dope when he captured the 
blue nbbon event. He has a style that 
ts all his own and he drove his boat 
to the title by main strength. 

The scullers of 20 years ago, quoting 
the same authorities, referred to above, 
were superior to those of to-day, but 
when one considers that the men of 
the past generation were outstanding 
figures in the history of the world's row- 
ing, this statement is not eo much to 
the detriment of the present day seul- 
lers. The rowing giants of thé bye- 
gone days included the one and only 
Ned Hanlan, who is claimed to be the 
greatest sculler of all times in the world. 
F. J. O'Connor, also of Toronto, Jake 
Gaudaur, of Barric, Ont., who at the age 
of 38 won the world's championship; 
Wallace Ross, the great Maritime pro- 
vince seuller, and Denny Donohue, In 
the same era the United States had men 
like Teemer, Lec, Plaisted, Hosmer, 
Riley, Ham and Stevenson. This group 
of scullera occupy a unique postion in 
rowing history and the profesional 
stars of the presetit day cannot begin 
to compare them, in the estimation of 
the veteran critics, Professional sculling 
has, in fact, almost passed out, and the 
precent American champion, Eddie Dur- 
nan, of Toronto, a nephew of the great 
| Hlantan, has held the title for ten years 
and to-day, at the age of 50, is unbeat- 
able. 













The present generation has shown 
great progress in style, much has been 
leatmed in sweep rowing, and Canada’s 
colors fave been carried to vietory 
frequently on United States courses.

OF COAL PRICES 


Secretary of Commerce 
Makes Argument For 
Control During Strike - 


Washington, May 19.—Sccretary ‘of 
Commerce Hoover sprang a surprise on 
the country yesterday,-when he induc- 
- ed leading producers of the non-union 
‘coal fields of the country to enter into 
an agreement to control coal prices 
‘during the strike emergency as & 
means of preventing profiteering. 

The coal operators, summoned to 
Washington without a blare of trum- 

pets or any pronouncement of the 
Secretary's intentions, consented to 
allocate all orders for spot coal and 
to control prices’ at approximately 
the level of the fucl Administration 
wartime scale, with modifications to 
conform.to wage changes since that 
time. As a hub to this entirely vol- 
untary wheel of control, ‘a central 
supervisory committee will be 
lished at Washington. To-day's con- 
ference, Secretary Hoover announ- 
_ ced, was preliminary to another, at 
which all bituminous operators will be 
invited in the near fnture. 

Through the operation of the local 
and central committees, competition 
by large purchasers of coal would be 
prevented under the agreement. and 
competitive bidding to boost prices 
eliminated, the plan requiring uni- 
fication of coal purchases by the big 
consumers, railroads, public utilities 
and leading metallurgical concerns.

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TEA SHORTAGE—HIGHER PRICES 





In 1920, so much more tea was 
produced than required throughout 
the world, that the market dropped to 
a very low level. The situation was 80 
serious for the growers that they 
agreed to reduce thelr’ production 
20% during 1921. Consumption, 
which has increased tremendously, 
and the production of tea being cur- 
tailed, has resulted In the highest 
prices for tea in years. The recent 
reduction of four pence per pound on 
tea tax in England has further stimu- 
ated consumption, which means that 
even higher prices may soon . be 
expected.

FRENCH TO JOIN BRITISH 
IN PROBING TURK ATROCITIES 


Paris, May 18.—The French Govern- 
ment has accepted the proposal of 
the British Government for an inter- 
national inquiry into alleged Turkish 
atrocities.

This new system of taxation is not de- 
signed to go into effect until July Ist, 
and in the meantime some of the larger 
financial interests in Toronto are going 
to do what they can to bring to the at- 
tention of Hon. W. 8. Fielding the dis- 
astrous effects which such taxation will 
have, in case it is ever enforced. Al- 
ready, according to the statements of 
some of the big men in the brokerage 
business, the matter has been “discussed

The practice of retesting reactors 
has been demonstrated for many 
years to be in error. The United 
States Bureau .of Animal Industry 
experimentally tondyieted rettts on 
known- reactors, “émploying much 
larger doses of tuberculin than when 
given at the origibal teat, and the 
following figures show that 129 
tuberculous animals did not respond 
to the test and yet on autopsy well- 
marked lesions of tuberculosis were 
demonstrated. Lesions of tuberculosis 
were found in practically every one 
of the 214 reactors: Cattle reacted, 
343; reacting second time, 214;. fall- 
od to react to retest, 129; generalized 
cases among those which failed to 
react to retest, 21. 

Whatever success has been achiev- 
ed in the eradication of tuberculosis 
has been accomplished by the proper 
use and recognition of the results of 
the tuberculin tests. It is the only 
reliable agency known for the detec- 
tion of the disease, and while, as in 
the case of some other agencies, it.is 
not perfect, it must be accepted at 
the present time if progress is to be 
made in the sdppression of the dis- 
ease from many herds, and has been 
productive by establishing among 
lve stock owners & confidence in 
tuberculosis eradication work, as at- 
tested to by the development of the 
accredited herd plan.

Attempts to regulate the grass- 
hopper and other Insect crop pests 
so far as possible in affected portions 
of Alberta will be made by the Pro- 
vincial Department of Agriculture 
this year, by means of legislation 
Proposed at the last seasion of the 
House. Hon. George Hoadley, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, stated that the 
proposed act will maka-compulsory 
the taking of certain precautions on 
the part of landowners to meet the 
grasshopper pest. 

The compulsion will probably be 
brought about through the municipal 
organizations and through the de- 
partment In uhorganited districts. 
The spreading of poison‘at the proper 
time of the year will be required in 
all places where the hoppers are 
known to exist in menacing numbers. 
By this means it is planned to over- 
come the difficulty of certain farmers 
in a district neglecting to take the 
Proper steps to cope with the pests 
at the proper time of the season.

London, May 27.—The world still is 
threafened with war, Lloyd George 
declared in a speech at the Hotel 
Cecil yesterday. Per. 

Speaking at a luncheon tendered by, 
his supporters in parliament Lloyd 
George began with an attack upon 
those who had “made more difficult 
the work of the economic conference.” 

“When these critics demonstrated 
their joy and satisfaction at every 
prediction of failure, amd evinced 
gloom and wrath at every prediction 
of posstble success, I not help 
ut conclude the wish was father to 
the thought,” he exclaimed. 

Lioyd George then took up Britain's 
position at Genoa. Having mobilized 
something like nine and a half mil- 
lion men for the war, he sald, Great 
Britain was entitled to have some- 
thing to fay when peace was esta- 
lished. 

“Neither Britain nor the world of 
humanity is yet out of danger,” the 
premier said. “There are perils near 
our coasts and inside the Iimits of 
our island. Therefore we must con- 
tinue In a spirit of cooperation until 
the last of these perils has vanished.”

ISSUE PERMITS 


Will Facilitate Export of 
Garden Produce to 
United States 


In order to facilitate the export to 
the United States of market garden 
produce from Ontario, on which 5n 
embargo now exists on account of the 
European Corn Borer, officers of the 
Dominion Depdrtment of Agriculture 
will be stationed at convenient points 
in the Province of Ontario, who will 
be empowered to issue certificates, At 
present none of the following can be 
sent across the border from Ontario 
points unless accompanied by a cet- 
tifieate showing freedom from the 
pest :- celery, green beans in the pod, 
beeta. with tops, rhabarb, spinach, 
oat ard rye straw, chrysanthemums, 
asters, cosmos, zinnias, hollyhocks, 
giadioli and dahlias. 

Intending shippers of- these pro 
ducts will obtain prompt inspection 
by notifying the Dominion Entomol- 
oftical Laboratory at Port Stanley, 
Ontario, which is the headquarters for
